The new fifty-year franchise con-

Traction company by the board of 
works at its session Monday after- 
noon has been a prominent topic of 
conversation down town, today, and 
while there is a unanimous senti- 
ment in. favor of giving street car 
service to outlying sections of the 
ity not now reached by the tracks,

opinion that the limit of ilfty years 
specified in the new franchise which 
will go to the city council for ratifl- 
iation this evening is entirely too 
ong for any concession of this char- 
,cter. In occasional instances, how- 
ever, were citizens -who believed the 
measure was acceptable-.

'cuiid that while nearly all had pro- 
lounced opinions upon the onatter, 
many were unwilling to be quoted 
n print.

WELI, SfcKD A PROTEST. 


Hon. Charles McCulloch said: "I 


had thought of sending a personal 
etter of protest to the city council 
;his evening, objecting1 especially to 
:he limit of time, for I believe that 
o company should have such <a con- 
lession which extends over from 
wenty to twenty-five years. I be- 
ieve, also, that the city should have 
the right to revise the franchise at 
.east once every ten years, and I am 
convinced' it is wholly -wrong to give 
away any further streets without 
providing that the city shall receive 


Fn annual compensation." 


Miller: 'That time is en- 


irely too long and I believe the city 
3ouncil tonight will throw the- f ran- 
hi*s out." 
J. D. Bond: "I have not had an 


opportunity to examine the franchise 
;horoughly and I do not care to dis- 
;uss it at this time." 
E. W. Cook: "Fifty years is ent- 
irely too long* I am heartily in 
lavor of South Wayne getting street 
sar service, but the city authorities 
tught to be extremely 
careful in 


granting franchises to any line to 
see that the city is safeguarded. I 
am in favor, also, of intemrban lines 
and I believe the city end the Trac- 
ion company ought to meet each 
other half way in the settlement of 
hese questions," 


C. R. Higgins manifested some in* 


dignation over the proposed 
fran- 


chise and stated that his opinion 
would not look well in print. "The 
city council ought to turn it down," 
said Mr, Higgins. 


HE FAVORS IT. 


S. *B. Bond: "If I were a member 


of the city council I should vote for 
the measure. I believe the local 
Traction company has been 'held back 
long enough and that it is time to 
open up outlying parts of the city 
which have not now the benefit of 
street car service. It has gotten so 
that a poor man cannot buy a lot 
upon which to build, for the prices 
are too high for him in localities 
which are accessible. More street car 
facilities will open up new sections 
and give many people of moderate 
means an opportunity to obtain a 
home." 


L. R. Hartman: "I do not see 


anything wrong about the measure; 
for I believe the extension, of the 
system to outlying tffttts <* the city 
will aufnciently compensate for the 
granting of th« franchise."

We cannot 
foresee *h« cttntttitms of the future 
ten years hence, much lew than tl&fc* 
of half a century—a lifetime. I do 
not think the extension* a sufficient 
recompense for the privileges grant- 
ed. The interurbans getting in here 
would benefit the city; this grant 
will benefit simply a corporation. 
The city* council should not tie up 
the city for fifty years on any such 
basis as the one proposed." 


E. C. Burode: "the time limit of 


fifty years is entirely too long and 
the grant is one which ought to pay 
the city a direct and actual revenue, 
The passage of the franchise as at 
present outlined would be giving 
away a righ't that is very valuable. 
I hope to see every part of Fort 
Wayne have adequate street car serv- 
ice, but the city ought not to be tied 
up for half a century 4without hav- 
ng power to say a word," 
TRADES COTHTCIL'S PROTEST. 
The Trades and Labor council at its 


meeting Monday evening went on 
record roundly denouncing the pro- 
posed measure.

of fares once in ten years; objects to 
he granting of streets without a 
compensation, to the city in the way 
of a percentage of gross receipts, and 
pledged its support in an effort to 
defeat the measure.

Washington, Jan. 14.—In the sen- 


ate today Mr. Hoar called up his res- 
olution offered yesterday providing 
'or an investigation of the conduct 
of the war lit the Philippines.

controversy/* and said he wanted 
Governor Taft to come before a sen- 
ate committee, where he could be 
asked questions. He said he had re-

Mr. Hoar 
declared if the United States 'had 
dealt with the Filipinos as we had 
dealt with the Cuibans they would 
now be a happy, prosperous people, 
The resolution, at Mr. Hoar's sugges- 
tion, was left upon the table until to- 
morrow.

In reviewing the record of the Associated 


Charities for the seven vcars of Us exist- 
ence we Snd much to .encourage us.

THE COUNCIL'S PLAIN DUTY. 


The plain duty of the city council 


in. relation to the Port Wayne Trac 
tion company's franchise just granted 
by the board of public works is to 
promptly refuse to ratify the con- 
tract and send it back to the board 
with precise instructions for amend 
ment of the instrument. In its pres- 
ent form the franchise should get 
short shrift in the council and we 
shall be surprised ii-it-gets else. The 
council cannot too quickly repudiate 
a contract so notoriously unfair to 
the city and so flagrantly subversive 
of the public right to ample protec- 
tion from all possibility of outrage. 


If the contract just entered into by 


th* -board had no other disability 
than the fifty-year term of the fran* 
chise, that alone should be enough to 
insure its prompt defeat in the coun- 
cil. It may well be doubted if there 
is another city in the country of the 
importance of Fort Wayne where any 
traction corporation can find officials 
willing to confer a fifty-year grant 
for any consideration that will ibear 
public scrutiny. 
The day of such 


franchises has had its sunset in the 
cities of this country, and if there 
is any reason why the -board of pub- 
lic works should establish an excep- 
tion In Fort Wayne that reason can- 
not be possibly sifted out from the 
mass of one-sided conditions in the 
contract that has just been signed. 


No contract whatsoever that con- 


fers right to use of streets for trac- 
tion purposes should -be granted that 
does not provide for periodical revis- 
ion in the public behalf. Much less 
ought it to be made in the present 
case, where the grants conferred ab- 
solutely complete the monopoly of the 
Fort Wayne Traction company of the 
street railway business in this city 
for half a century upon conditions 
which in their very best light are not 
what they should be 


The few compensations vouchsafed 


the city by this contract are wholly 
.ncommensurate with the value of 
the grants bestowed and • the half 
century of absolute and unconditional 
monopoly it guarantees and the peo- 
ple of Fort Wayne look to the mem- 
?ers of the city council to scotch this 
bad business before it goes farther. 


The plain duty of the council is to 


send the franchise back to the board 
of public works with vigorous dis- 
approval and insist on a substitute 
which does not require the city to 
place itself entirely-and helplessly in 
he power of the Fort Wayne Traction 
iompany for half a century.

Clements 
carried a package and *when he ap- 
proached the tracks lie suddenly drew 
a revolver from the package, which 
he instantly discharged at. the young 
woman's head. She died almost in- 
stantly. 
Clements then turned the 


revolver on himself, the ball strik- 
ing him in the head. 
The 
bullet 


took a downward course along the 
neck, making his recovery possible. 
He was placed under arrest at once. 


The Clements and Davis families 


are prominent in this district. The 
courtship of Miss Hawkins by Clem- 
ents began several years ago and was 
pushed with such vigor that friends 
of the two parties expected to see 
tham happily married.
